™ Next time you see one of those 
ominous news stories from Washington 
that start, “Lights burned late at the 
Pentagon tonight .. .” don’t get your 
blood pressure up. The duty officers 
may have been watching Errol Flynn 
or John Wayne win the Second World 
War. 

Here’s a release that arrived at our 
Washington office some weeks ago. 
=" “Night owls in the Washington area 
will be delighted to hear that they will 
have ‘The Late, Late, Late Show’ and 
‘The Late, Late Show’ to keep them 
company during the wee small hours 
of the night on Fridays and Satur- 
days on Television 9. 

“Yes, film fans, every Friday, start- 
ing April 29, WITOP-TV will present a 
feature film on ‘The Late, Late, Late 
Show’ immediately following ‘The 
Late, Late Show,’ which follows ‘Night 
Final,’ which follows “The Late Show’ 
on TV 9. Jim Silman, Director of 
Programs, estimates ‘The Late, Late, 
Late Show’ will start at 3:00 A.M.” 
| There’s more, and then the last 
paragraph, a classic bit of press agent’s 
understatement, reads: 

“Whoopee!” 
= Channel 9 will have quite a movie 
lineup in the fall, when its network, 
CBS, presents a Friday night movie 
as well as a Thursday night movie. 
That will give Channel 9—on Fridays 
—its regular Early Show movie at 
4:30 PM., The CBS Friday Night 
Movies, The Late Show, The Late, 
Late Show and The Late, Late, Late 
Show. That’s a lot of movies. 

But it’s not a record. In Los Angeles, 
KTTV has seven or eight movies sev- 
eral days a week, and on Saturdays 
KTTV, KHJ and KTLA usually man- 
age to show nine movies. So far as we 
know, no station shows more than 
nine a day. 
=™ But it’s possible. There’s no end to 
creativity in television these days.

harley Douglas, King of the 
Laugh Tracks, isn’t talking. 

He won’t tell who buys his canned 
laughs, though his clients are estimat- 
ed to embrace well over a third of the 
95 prime-time shows now on _ the 
air, including even programs like The 
Dick Van Dyke Show and The Holly- 
wood Palace which have their own 
live audiences ostensibly capable of 
laughing it up for real. 
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He won’t tell where he begged or 
borrowed all those prerecorded giggles 
and guffaws emanating from his mys- 
tery machine, known as the “Laff 
[sie] Box.” 

He won’t discuss the circumstances 
under which he quit the Electronic 
Laughter Department at CBS some 
10 or 12 years ago and set up shop 
on his own. 

“T won’t even talk about continued

why I won’t talk,” says Charley. 

Getting to the nub of the Charley 
Douglas story is like trying to un- 
lock the Coca-Cola formula. Never- 
theless, gang, here’s the scam: 

The Yock Czar of TV is known to 
employ three of his own boffola tech- 
nicians, referred to in the industry 
as the “Laff [sic] Boys” and differen- 
tiated only as “John,” “Carroll” and 
“Tex”—all of whom work under a 
tight security lid. They’re not talking 
either. 


Virtuoso of titters and snorts 


Picture if you will Lon Chaney Sr. 
in “Phantom of the Opera” flailing at 
the pipe organ in the darkened cathe- 
dral crypt and you have some notion 
of the Laff Boy at work. Hunched over 
the keyboard of Charley’s box on the 
darkened dubbing stage, his fingers 
punching at the keys, his feet manipu- 
lating the pedals, he wrings forth his 
fugues and caprices. He’s a veritable 
virtuoso of titters and snorts. 

The Laff Boys operate out of 
Charley’s padlocked garage in the 
village of Northridge in San Fernando 
Valley. It requires three or four hours 
to “lay in” the laugh track on Gilli- 
gan’s Island, say, or Please Don’t Eat 
the Daisies. There are thought to be 
five Laff Boxes in Charley’s garage, 
four covered with black, beat-up 
leatherette, one with brown. A Laff 
Boy signs out a Laff Box and trans- 
ports it in his own car to the dubbing 
stage. There he wheels in the box— 
about the size of a typewriter stand— 
on small casters and plugs it into the 
wall socket. There are two brass pad- 
locks on the lid and no one but 
Charley, John, Carroll or Tex has 
ever looked inside. 

In the 10 years of Charley’s laugh- 
track monopoly the Laff Boys with 
their clattering padlocks have become 
a familiar sight to the producers, as- 
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sociate producers, sound recorders 
and mixers, film editors, sound-effects 
cutters and music editors regularly 
present. If the Laff Box should start 
acting strangely, the Laff Boys wheel 
it into the men’s room, locking the 
door behind so that no one can peek. 
Once smoke began pouring ominously 
from a crack in the box and the Laff 
Boy panicked and undid the padlocks 
right there in front of everybody. 
Luckily for the Yock Czar of TV, it 
was too smoky for anyone to see 
much. 

With all his mysterioso hocus-pocus 
about the padlocks, Charley has stimu- 
lated more discussion than if he’d 
left the lid wide open. Everybody and 
his brother has a theory about what’s 
inside. But mention the name 
“Charley Douglas” and it’s like “Cosa 
Nostra”—everybody starts whisper- 
ing. It’s the most taboo topic in TV. 


What you can see 


The exterior of the box has a red 
light, a foot pedal, a switch marked 
“on-off,” two small black knobs, one 
large knob marked “decibels” cali- 
brated in fives up to 50, and a keyboard 
resembling a typewriter’s, only num- 
bered, and containing 32 keys in four 
rows of eight each, the top row red, 
the second row buff, the third green, 
and the bottom black. There’s a sep- 
arate key labeled “AP” (applause?). 
Also a small aperture called “the hole” 
into which the Laff Boy has been ob- 
served on occasion to insert his hand. 

The red light apparently indicates 
that the contraption is on. The large 
knob is a “master mixer pot” (“pot” is 
short for potentiometer), like a vol- 
ume dial. The Laff Boy takes off his 
right shoe (“for sensitivity”) to oper- 
ate the foot pedal, described as a 
“damper.” Its function is that of ex- 
panding or contracting the size of the 
presumed auditorium in which the 
supposed audience is yocking it up. 

Inside the Laff Box is an amplifier 
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and, some say, a million laughs. Actu- 
ally, 320 laughs on 32 loops, 10 to 
a loop. Consequently the various com- 
binations can run into vast numbers. 
Each “loop” is a length of quarter- 
inch magnetic tape consisting of 10 
individual audience laughs spliced 
end to end. Each single laugh has 
a normal beginning, middle and end; 
so clearly Charley’s process is never 
a matter of merely increasing or de- 
creasing the volume. The Laff Boy can, 
however, dial down the mixer pot and 
smother off the end of a laugh if it 
threatens to cackle on embarrassingly 
long. 

All 32 loops are whirling around 
simultaneously, ready to be keyed in 
by the 32 keys, operable singly or in 
combination. The various keys repre- 
sent, among other distinctions, short 
laughs, medium-length laughs and 
long laughs for use depending on the 
duration of the “hole” of silence in the 
sound track to be “filled.” There are 
keys covering the dimension of in- 
tensity: loud, medium, mild. And there 
are separate keys representing the 
number of laughers, ranging from 
a few random gigglers up to a coli- 
seumful. 


The sound of ‘presence’ 


One key called the “presence” ac- 
tivates a loop without audible laughter 
but with just the sound of breathing, 
rustling of clothing, shifting in seats. 
The “presence” is normally used “to 
fill a hole” of dead silence, though 
some producers like to have the 
“presence” around at all times. 

There’s a “titter key” and a similar 
“chuckles reel” that’s a big favorite 
with some producers who use it al- 
most exclusively. There’s an “antic- 
ipation reel” where everybody in the 
audience says “oh-oh,”’ for insertion 
when they are supposed to anticipate 
what’s going to happen next. There’s 
a (breath) “intake” reel for surprise 
reaction, with everybody gasping, and 


one reel called, recognizably, ‘“oo’s 
and ah’s.” There are separate keys 
for cheering, applause, men laughers 
only and women laughers only. One 
key activates “sharpies”—those snorts 
one often hears prior to the main au- 
dience roar. There’s a “funny-laugh” 
key for a single idiosyncratic kook 
laugh—an indication that even mav- 
erick individualism can be canned. 


Up to 10 laughs on a reel 


Since there are up to 10 laughs on 
each reel, the Laff Boy customarily 
has to key-in whichever of the 10 
laughs happens to come along next. 
Yet it is possible for him to pre-set 
certain laughs. For example, on the 
“screamer reel,” also known as the 
“mad howl,” a producer might specif- 
ically request Mad Howl No. 3, in 
which case the Laff Boy would stop 
the mad-howl loop and pre-set it to 
start with the desired howl. In this 
way, highly specific chortles or sharp- 
ies or belly laughs can be requisitioned 
at will.

like Bewitched comes to the dub- 
bing stage in three reels of eight or 
nine minutes each and the reels are 
dubbed one at a time, for the purpose 
of rerecording onto one composite 
sound track the various individual 
tracks: music, sound effects. and 
dialog—and in the process to add 
the laughs. In the first step, the “re- 
hearsal,” the film is projected on the 
screen, below which is ticking away 
the illuminated footage indicator. 
Those present try not to talk and 
concentrate instead on note-taking. 
The producer might scribble down 
things like: “Big boffola at 389.” The 
Laff Boy “plays” his box, reacting in- 
stinctively, this being the first time 
he’s ever seen the film. The producer 
and the Laff Boy then discuss the 
laughs, sometimes with a little argu- 
ment over whether something is fun- 
ny. The producer always wins the 
argument. 


Mad Howl No. 3 


The next step is a “take.” The Laff 
Boy pre-sets to the start mark any 
specific reactions he needs, such as 
Mad Howl No. 3, limbers up his fin- 
gers, wriggles his toes in his stocking 
feet, and tenses up for the take. He 
might start by activating keys 13, 24, 
52 and 81, then letting up on 52, de- 
pressing the foot pedal a smidgen of a 
push, meanwhile turning the mix dial 
down, and so on. When the lights come 
up, the Laff Boy is frequently 
drenched in sweat. 

The trick of the Laff Boy’s trade 
is timing. He can’t “jump a gag” by 
punching in the laugh too early. 
There’s a difference of opinion in the 
laugh game as to how long the pause 
should be. George Burns, a pioneer 
of the “laugh spotting” art, contends it 
should be eight frames or one-fifth of 
a foot of film, which on the screen is 
a third of a second. 
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To manufacture a natural-sounding 
laugh, the Laff Boy must let a few 
“people” in his box anticipate a joke. 
This is called “giving it a little tickle.” 
Then he might punch in a “sharpie” 
just before the main laugh. The climax 
of the laugh is equally intricate. He 
has to punch his keys so as to “tail 
out” with a little chuckle and “slide 
under” the incoming line. 

He must take care not to “laugh” a 
straight line, not to “cover” a line of 
dialog, and never to “bury” a gag 
line. Gags frequently build, each cap- 
ping the last, so the Laff Boy must 
likewise build and hold his biggest 
laugh for the pay-off. But his biggest 
problem is with filmed shows made 
without the benefit of a live audience 
and therefore without enough space 
allotted to insert any decent amount 
of canned yocks. 

They say that some of Charley’s 
Laff Boys have a lighter touch than 
others. Only one is universally con- 
sidered a hopeless square with no 
sense of humor whatever, and that is 
old Charley himself. Producers wince 
when they see that it’s Charley trun- 
dling in the box. Some have put in 
standing requests for John only, Car- 
roll only, or Tex only. Yet everyone 
likes Charley personally, despite his 
deficiency in the humor department, 
and everybody adores the Laff Boys. 

There’s a danger in too many re- 
hearsals, They say you’ve got to get 
the Laff Boys in the morning because 
by afternoon they’re all laughed out 
and nothing is funny to them any more. 
They say that the Laff Boys, being 
inured to laughs, tend to lay in too 
many. They say that the Laff Boys are 
getting stale over the years. 

But whatever they say about Char- 
ley’s boys or Charley’s box, it’s still 
the only laugh game in town.

NEXT WEEK: TV’s top comedy produc- 
ers defend the common and—some 
say—essential use of laugh tracks. 
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here may still be no joy in Mud- 
| ville, where mighty Casey struck 
out, but in Levittown, Long Island, the 
atmosphere around Mrs. Harold Rathsan 
is pure euphoria. For she is Supermarket 
Sweep’s first Grand Champion. Today 
she holds that title, and also what's left 
of 35 turkeys, 22 lawn chairs, hundreds 
of pounds of meat, canned goods, and 
a trip to the Bahamas. 

She did it all with her little shopping 
cart—and her team (husband Harold, 
brother Fred Block and brother-in-law 
Bill McCormick)—by winning, 10 days in 
a row, the game played on the ABC 
weekday television series (see left). 

The object: to sweep up in a few 
minutes more merchandise (in dollar 
value) than your two housewife op- 
ponents. Each contestant selects a 
fleet-footed aide who fills the cart while 
she stands at the checkout counter and 
exchanges full carts for empty ones. 

“It's not speed alone that wins,” says 
Bill Malone, the show’s emcee. ‘/Strength 
and endurance are essential elements. A 
fully loaded cart could weigh in at 250 
pounds, and that’s a lot of turkey.” 

And don’t think it doesn’t take brains. 
As the runners dash through the aisles, 
they must grab items that will give them 
the most dollar value, yet take up the 
least room in the cart. Most runners 
dash for the expensive meat counter. 
(Thinking! . . . Thinking all the time.) 

There are lois of other details to the 
show, all dreamed up by its producers, 
Talent Associates, Lid., whose president, 
David Susskind, once said: ‘I care about 
TV, so I’m talking—the programming 
is lousy, stupid and cowardly.”

Every Night 
at the Movies 


he time, my crystal-ball chro- 
nometer tells me, is not too 

far off for the chicken-and-egg pri- 
ority riddle to yield to the movie- 
television debate. The storytelling 
high jinks of both media will become 
so interchangeable; their sources, in- 
spiration and techniques so similar; 
and their materials so limited that 
we'll never quite know whether we’re 
lounging in the loge watching re- 
strung television shows or snuggling 
on the sofa stuttering along with 
video’s hiccupping delivery of thea- 
trical feature films. We’ll be able to 
figure the locale only by the dis- 
tance to the popcorn machine or the 
absence of usherettes (and a Cour- 


réges-coutured hausfrau can throw - 


you off on the latter). 

We’re on our way. Haven’t we 
already had a double feature in the 
nabes made out of a couple of The 
Man from U.N.C.L.E. episodes, with 
soggy sex scenes and scenery to pro- 
vide enough padding so that the cash 
customers get their due—and aren’t 
Batman and others scheduled to travel 
the same box-office route? Converse- 
ly, the B-movie we catch at the 
drive-in tonight will be ours to doze 
through on the hack-and-chop late- 
show circuit tomorrow; itll take a 
bit longer—but not much more—for 
the A-movie to get there. And the 
film companies are doing their part to 
fill the voracious and ever-increasing, 
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any-night-at-the-movies network slot 
by manufacturing movies for tele- 
vision. How long it will take thereafter 
for these prefabs to reach our neigh- 
borhood theaters remains to be seen. 
Then to off-hour viewing? 

Like the farmer and the rancher, 
movies and television have been forced 
into wary friendship and coexistence 
for economic survival. But the time 
has come for something more in the 
midst of our movie-culture boom, 
and for an awareness of what effect 
television is having not only on movie 
making but also on movie watching. 

If the medium is indeed the mes- 
sage, as Marshall McLuhan insists, it’s 
one the young have been receiving 
since birth. What dramas, comedies, 
mysteries and adventure tales they’ve 
watched have been shown to them 
in 12-minute doses of concentrated 
action zooming to a climax that is 
suddenly aborted—kaboom—commer- 
cial time, station break, relax. Then 
off to a fresh start, rocketing to 
another climax, another kaboom, an- 
other break. They haven’t been con- 
ditioned to subplots, to the inter- 
weaving of detail and the subtleties of 
the traditional movie. As a result, 
what the television generation wants 
is a series of episodes, each independ- 
ently exciting or intriguing or ab- 
sorbing and each an entity in itself. 
Just check the popularity of the 
U.N.C.L.E.-Batman breed at home and 
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of the Bond boys (James and his 
zillion imitators) at the movies. 

What’s happened was demonstrated 
for me recently at a school-sponsored 
film festival, where adults turned 
out in droves to see that great ad- 
venture film of their youth, “Lives 
of a Bengal Lancer.’ We loved it. 
But the kids, aged 9 to 15? Ech. 
Who could worry about alienation 
between colonel and son in Injah, 
regimental tradition, army ritual, bits 
of local color, philosophical dissections 
of colonialism, honor and patriotism, 
even the relationships of the lan- 
cers? Pretty dull stuff, really, between 
spurts of action and the bang-bang 
climax. 

Oddly enough, a few days later 
the film was shown on television, 
“butchered,” according to a film pur- 
ist’s standard, but actually judiciously 
pared into a series of exciting episodes 
and vignettes. The kids who caught 
it loved it—and Id be the first to 
concede the improvement. The kids, 
alas, aren’t alone. For good or bad 
(and my verdict is bad), everyone’s 
attention span has been damaged by 
television—if only when it comes to 
home viewing. Many adults are frank 
to admit that their attention wanders 
after 20 of the 30 uninterrupted min- 
utes Schaefer Award Theater allots 
its movies as a “public service”; friends 
confide that they can barely sit out 
the uninterrupted hour New York’s 
educational Channel 13 provides for 
its classic films. But regardless of at- 
tention span, it’s a rare movie that 
can’t be pared here and there. 

But please note the “judicious” 
when it comes to paring. Film fans are 
justified in their claim that there is 
out-and-out butchery on_ televised 
feature films. The motivation scene 
was missing in a recent telecast of 
“The Treasure of the Sierra Madre.” 
I still don’t know how Cagney got to 
the wheel of his brother’s racing car 
in “The Crowd Roars.” And what hap- 
pened to the Marseillaise scene in 


“Casablanca” the other night? 

With all the paring and interrup- 
tions, however, television still offers 
the film enthusiast the opportunity to 
revisit and review favorite scenes and 
characters. One New York station this 
year offered a glorious string of old- 
ies, ranging from John Barrymore in 
“Svengali” to Jean Harlow and Clark | 
Gable in “Red Dust” to Ronald Col- 
man, Jean Arthur and Cary Grant in 
“Talk of the Town.” Another station 
seems to be running intermittent 
Bette Davis festivals; while a third 
is strictly from Bogey, along with 
Spring Byington and Charlie Ruggles. 

Time for television to stop using 
movies as cheap filler with slapdash 
effect. The network film programs lean 
toward pop pap. (During the next 
week or two, for example, the top of- 
fering is “Harvey,” bogged amid such 
clunkers as “Tender Is the Night” and 
“The Best of Everything.”) But cer- 
tainly in the midst of our movie-cul- 
ture explosion, a television station 
could provide a local film festival or, 
in fact, even serve as a local art or 
revival house, or a supplement thereof. 
And why not cash in on viewers’ inter- 
est by gossiping a bit about the cast 
or director or period of the film, alert- 
ing the addicts so that they can spot a 
then-unknown Myrna Loy or Charles 
Boyer in a lobby scene, giving the 
young a notion of just how ZaSu 
Pitts and Martha Raye rated in their 
time, footnoting “Stella Dallas.” This 
is one area in which TV can outdo 
the theater—and make up for its 
piecemeal presentations. All it takes 
is some thought and less money. 

After all, as long as we’re on the 
movie-television merry-go-round, we 
ought to give it a thoroughgoing whirl.

ack in Minneapolis, when they 

were kids, the towheaded 

Aurness boys, James and Peter, 
were almost inseparable. They played 
together along Minnehaha Creek, 
which ran behind the two-story brick 
house where they lived, and in the 
woods and farmlands only a few 
blocks away; and summer vacations 
their parents took them to an island 
in northern Minnesota. 

But in 1949, when James met Peter 
at the Los Angeles Union Station, he 
said, “My advice to you is to get on 
that train and go right back.” 

The reason for this advice, James 
went on, was “Things are terrible 
here.” But Peter Aurness didn’t go 
back, and after a while things got 
better. Now, as Peter Graves, he co- 
stars with Bradford Dillman in ABC’s 
Court-Martial, after starring in two 
other still-extant television series, 
Fury and Whiplash. 

James Aurness, of course, did even 
better—dropping the “u” in his sur- 
name and darkening his blond hair, 
he became Matt Dillon of Gunsmoke. 

Despite three TV series, many guest- 
star appearances and roles in more 
than 20 movies, Peter Graves has 
never been able to establish the big- 
star image that brother Jim has, al- 
though, according to at least one 
knowledgeable Hollywood observer, 
“He is more versatile than Jim—a 
much better actor.” But, at 40, Peter 
hasn’t given up. “I still think ’m go- 
ing to get the exposure and show the 
spark that will make me a big star,” 
he says. Then he adds, “I’ve got a 
lot of things churning in me, and I 
don’t know where they came from.” 

Certainly they did not come from 
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the almost cliché background of many 
performers—the deprived childhood, 
the broken home, the need for recog- 
nition, the desire for love. The 
Aurness family lived nicely—‘“in one 
of the best parts of Minneapolis,” ac- 
cording to someone who has known 
them a long time. Peter himself says, 
“Tm one of the minority of happy 
kids. I come from a family that gave 
love and encouragement to their chil- 
dren.” And, although his parents are 
now divorced, they did not separate 
until the boys were grown and Peter 
himself had been in and out of the Air 
Corps and was studying, under the GI 
Bill, at the University of Minnesota. 

It was there he decided to be an 
actor. Before that, his interests had 
been musical. In high school (where 
he was state hurdles champion in 1943- 
44) he played clarinet and saxophone 
in orchestras around Minneapolis and 
was, at 15, one of the youngest mem- 
bers of the local musicians’ union. But 
at the University of Minnesota, he 
says, “I got on stage, and it’s like 
heroin—you get hooked.” He played “a 
little bit of everything, from Shake- 
speare to Strindberg,” a classmate re- 
calls. Dr. Frank Whiting, professor of 
drama and speech at the university, 
says that Peter had “as much talent as 
any of our contemporary young actors 
on either stage or screen.” One sum- 
mer, he and a group of fellow drama 
majors rented what had once been an 
Al Capone speak-easy at White Bear 
Lake in Minnesota and put on a sea- 
son of plays. 

A member of that summer-thea- 
ter group was Jack Smight, now a suc- 
cessful motion-picture director, who 
went West with Peter in continued 
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Despite a large measure of success,

1949. Despite the gloomy greeting they 
received from James Arness, who had 
been in Hollywood a few years by that 
time, they rented a $6-a-week room 
with kitchen privileges in a*run-down 
part of town and started to carve out 
their careers. Smight got a job at a 
Sunset Strip drive-in and recalls that 
he used to sneak hamburgers to Peter, 
who, in the year before he got his first 
acting job, worked at painting house 
numbers on curbs, selling illuminated 
house numbers and driving a cab. 
“Whenever things got really bad,” 
Smight says, “we’d drop a hint to Jim, 
and he and his wife would have us 
over for dinner.” 


His first break 


Peter’s first real break was a co- 
starring role with Rory Calhoun in 
“Rogue River” in 1950. As soon as he 
signed the contract, he hurried back 
to Minnesota to marry Joan Endress, 
his college sweetheart. They now live 
in a 40-year-old California-Spanish 
home in Santa Monica Canyon and 
have three daughters—Kelly Jean, 14, 
Claudia, 11, and Amanda, 8. Peter 
says, “We are not Hollywood swing- 
ers.” Concerning his daughters, he 
adds, “If one of them ever comes home 
and says she wants to marry a boy 
who wants to be an actor, I'll shoot 
her right on the spot.” 
Of all the motion pictures in which 
~ Peter Graves has appeared, his most 
memorable role was that of Price, the 
Nazi spy, in “Stalag 17.” He almost 
didn’t get the part because, he says, 
“They thought I looked too much like 
an All-American boy.” A year or so 
later, when Gunsmoke was being cast 
and his agent suggested him for the 
All-American role brother Jim eventu- 
ally got, he was turned down because 
he looked “too much like a Nazi spy.” 
After five years in Hollywood, he 
took the role in Fury with some mis- 
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givings. He says, “I felt that it would 
interrupt a promising motion-picture 
career.” Also, as a columnist put it, 
“Sharing the star billing with a kid 
and a horse would be tantamount to 
committing hara-kiri with a dull 
knife.” The show lasted five seasons, 
however, and is still running on NBC. 
Today, Peter says, “It did nothing for 
my career, but the money was good.” 
It certainly was—$600,000 so far and 
more to come. 


Off to Australia 


For Whiplash, the Graves family 
moved to Australia for more than a 
year, and Peter went to England to 
make Court-Martial. Since returning, 
he has made a pilot for a show 
called Stranded, has directed a Gun- 
smoke, is in the movie “Texas Across 
the River,” with Dean Martin, and in 
the Disney telefilm “Gallegher Goes 
West.” Graves says, “My work is my 
life. If I’m not working, I’m miserable 
—well, no, not really miserable.” 

And therein lies the dichotomy’ in 
Peter Graves. When he is not working, 
he likes to go riding at brother Jim’s 
ranch, But it’s a long time and a long 
way from the days when the Aurness 
boys played together along the banks 
of Minnehaha Creek, for even when 
Peter Graves is riding alone, there is 
always with him the ambition to be 
a big star, like his brother. “I have 
to bust the bubble of the big time,” he 
has said. Aside from this overweening 
ambition, however, he is an easygoing 
man who is most comfortable at home 
with his family or relaxing with 
friends at the Cock ’n’ Bull, a Sunset 
Strip pub. According to one old friend, 
“He’s a rare combination—an actor 
who is also so warm and friendly.” 
Thus, although Graves will go any- 
where in hopes of making it big—he 
has crossed both Atlantic and Pacific 
to do TV series—he likes to take his 
wife and kids with him and is always 
glad to get back to the studio. 
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Missing Person: Jack Lescoulie hasn’t 
been at his Today post since May 26 
and viewers are wondering why. 
When you ask around, you get two 
different answers. Lescoulie’s agent 
says it’s all very simple—Jack has 
been “on vacation.” A source close to 
the situation, however, says that things 
are a bit more complicated than that. 
According to his version, Lescoulie 
walked off the show after an argu- 
ment with a member of the produc- 
tion staff; producer Al Morgan backed 
up his staffer, Lescoulie was fur- 
loughed without pay and the dispute 
was dumped into the laps of lawyers. 
Whichever explanation is accurate, 
both sides agree that Lescoulie is ex- 
pected back July 18, just after the 
date his Today contract is due for re- 
newal. Meanwhile rumors are abroad 
that Lescoulie will hook on with his 
old buddy Jackie Gleason next fall, 
either instead of or in addition to his 
Today chores. 


New Chairman: President Johnson’s 
search for a new chairman of the 
Federal Communications Commission 
has ended. The President has desig- 
nated Rosel Hyde, the FCC’s oldest 
member (both in age and in length 
of service), to act as chairman until 
June 30, 1969. 

A 66-year-old Republican, Hyde 
has been in Government service since 
1924. He was appointed a member of 
the Commission in 1946 and is begin- 
ning his fourth FCC term. He acted as

chairman once before, from April 1953 
until late in 1954. 

His choice comes as a relief to those 
broadcasters who had feared that 
President Johnson might select an ad- 
vocate of increased Government regu- 
lation. The record of Hyde’s public ut- 
terances and Commission votes places 
him solidly in the camp of those who 
want the FCC to “keep its bureau- 
cratic hands off TV programming,” as 
Hyde himself once put it. 

He summed up his attitude in an 
interview a few days ago. “I certainly 
oppose trying to regulate programming 
or to harass people into doing what 
I find might be suited to my taste,” 
he said. On the other hand, he has 
frequently urged broadcasters to dis- 
play a greater sense of responsibility, 
and the radio-television community 
has no reason to believe that Hyde 
will be its handmaiden. 

To keep the FCC’s balance of four 
Democrats to three Republicans, Pres- 
ident Johnson also appointed Nicholas 
Johnson, a Democrat, to a full seven- 
year FCC term. The new commissioner, 
32, is a former law professor who has 
been Federal Maritime Administrator 
since 1964. 


Ed Wynn: Known to one generation 
as an irrepressibly zany comedian 
(“The Perfect Fool,” “The Fire Chief”) 
and to another as a touchingly effec- 
tive dramatic actor (“Requiem for a 
Heavyweight”), Ed Wynn was on stage 
for 64 years, in vaudeville, Broadway 
musicals, movies, radio and television. 
On June 19, at the age of 79, he died 
of cancer in his Beverly Hills apart- 
ment. Jack Benny paid him the ulti- 
mate tribute. “Ed Wynn,” said Benny, 
“was the greatest comedian that ever 
lived.”—Henry Harding.

WALTER CRONKITE 


must be doing something right

After years of struggle, 


he and his unspectacular brand of newscasting 


don’t have to bow to anybody in the TV news field

Bani: this season the promotion 
department of the CBS Television 
Network took a full-page ad in the 
New York Times to publicize the 
first of the many minuscule advantages 
Walter Cronkite and the CBS Evening 
News has lately obtained over NBC’s 
Huntley-Brinkley Report in that game 
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of American Roulette known as The 
Nielsen Ratings. 

Around the news division in the 
network’s New York broadcast center 
on West 57th St., far from the mad- 
ding Mad Ave. crowd, reactions were 
outraged. Fred W. Friendly, who was 
then president of CBS News, continued 
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Walter Cronkite / continued 


stormed into Cronkite’s newsroom and 
tacked up the offending ad with its 
boast that CBS was “No. 1” crossed 
out. “We’re not No. 1,” he announced 
to all and sundry, “and I don’t want 
anyone saying we are. We've got a 
long way to go and let’s keep at it.” 

Several months later a look of re- 
membered pain crosses Cronkite’s face 
when he is forced to recall that “un- 
fortunate” publicity. “It means we’re 
playing their [NBC’s] game,” he 
says. “It may be important in selling 
the program to advertisers, but it’s 
not important to us.” Ratings, he sin- 
cerely believes, are a preposterous way 
to measure the true status of the com- 
petition between network news de- 
partments and he decries “this con- 
stant effort to associate the criteria 
for entertainment with those for tele- 
vision news.” 

The two men were not being modest, 
only accurate. Statistically speaking, 
there is currently no significant dif- 
ference between the two major eve- 
ning news shows. But for Cronkite, 
that is an improvement. How much a 
one can be judged by the fact that in 
1964, after CBS substituted a two-man 
team consisting of Bob Trout and 
Roger Mudd for anchor man Cronkite 
at the Democratic National Conven- 
tion, many believed it was only a 
matter of time before he was replaced

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or teamed with someone on the news 
show. Not glamorous enough, they 
said, not enough of the old pizzazz. 
Cronkite never took public note of 
these speculations nor allowed any 
hurt feelings to show. In retrospect, 
he finds “no evidence of a deep-dyed 
plot against me.” Instead, he regards 
the incident as “an honest effort by 
the network to try something dramatic 
to enliven a pretty dull convention.” 
His response at the time was, in 
effect, no response. No public-relations 
cosmeticians were called in to alter 
his image; instead he just kept on do- 
ing what he had been doing—reading 
the news carefully and intelligently. 


The tide is with him 


The wondrous, faith-restoring re- 
sult—providing the new management 
at CBS News does not foul it up some- 
how—is that no one in his right mind 
would nowadays predict anything but 
a long and happy life for Walter 
Cronkite in his present job. Indeed, 
the feeling is that, whatever the latest 
twitches in the ratings, the psycholog- 
ical tide is now running for Cronkite 
and ever-so-slightly against Huntley- 
Brinkley. 

It is now clear that square, sober 
Walter Cronkite, with his muted, sing- 
song delivery and his kindly Old- 
Uncle - Fred - from - Iowa expression, 
must be doing something right. But 
what? In an industry where the notion 
that you gotta have a gimmick is 
reverenced as if it were the Sermon 
on the Mount and the Pledge of Alle- 
giance combined, he remains some- 
thing of a mystery. After years of 
being No. 2 and trying harder and all 
that jazz, how has he finally succeeded 
in succeeding? Can it be, Charlie, that 
there is something in those slogans 
after all? 

Alas for cynicism, there appears 
to be. Walter Cronkite is the man he 
is today because, if you can believe it, 
he is pure of heart, true to his ideals

and loves his work. 

Or, as Richard Salant, the present 
president of CBS News, puts it, “Wal- 
ter is a newsman who has remained a 
newsman and has never tried to be a 
television ‘personality.’” Cronkite 
himself likes to remind interviewers 
that it was only last year that he 
passed the point where he had spent 
more time in broadcasting than he had 
previously spent foot-soldiering for 
newspapers and wire services. This is 
a matter of some importance to him 
and his voice takes on an edge of 
defensiveness when he mentions it. 
Like all members of that dwindling 
band who pride themselves on being 
first, last and always newsmen, he ap- 
pears to harbor a dim suspicion that 
there is something not quite honorable 
about electronic journalism or, indeed, 
the handling of any informational 
chore that is not “hard,” hot and re- 
ported under daily deadline pressure. 

As if to protect himself from charges 
of going soft or show-bizzy or selling 
out, Cronkite has created around him 
an approximation of the atmosphere 
in which he learned his trade and his 
values. He does not broadcast from 
a studio but from a working newsroom 
very similar in mood and decor to a 
provincial wire-service bureau or a 
small newspaper’s city room. 

Cronkite bills himself as “Managing 
Editor” of the CBS Evening News and, 
as one of his colleagues puts it, “guards 
his title jealously.” His office is a 
cubicle in a corner, a little more gra- 
cious and bookish than that of most 
newspaper M.E.’s, but less grand than 
most men in the $100,000-plus bracket 
would deign to accept. Two walls are 
almost entirely glass, so he can keep 
an eye on the newsroom, and he 
spends between nine and 11 hours 
each day in these environs. Very few 
of them are devoted to idly tamping 
his habitual pipe. 

“With a lot of television reporters 
you have the feeling that their work 
begins when they go on the air,” says 


Friendly. “With Walter you get the 
impression that his time on the air 
is the least important part of his job. 
He acts like he’s putting out a daily 
newspaper.” 

In short, Cronkite is a working 
editor. Immediately on arrival in the 
morning he reads the overnight ac- 
cumulation of wire-service copy and 
correspondents’ cables, and he stays 
hooked to the wires all day, even as 
he gives and receives story sugges- 
tions, squabbles with his executive 
producer, Ernest Leiser, about the 
line-up for the night’s program and 
generally oversees the operation of his 
“newspaper.” 

In midafternoon, when the copy 
begins to come in from his news- 
writers, Cronkite begins the process of 
editing and rewriting by which he 
puts his personal stamp on the items 
he will deliver on the air. Often this 
continues straight through the period 
allotted for rehearsal. Occasionally the 
show is pulled apart on the air to 
insert a late-breaking item. 


Sometimes there are fluffs 


Friendly observes that this devotion 
to news values over production values 
“sometimes causes little fluffs on the 
air. But the audience doesn’t mind. 
They accept them because they sense 
it’s the price you must pay for Walter’s 
total involvement with the news. To 
him, news is not something he wants 
to do. He is the news.” 

Cronkite tends to agree with this 
evaluation of his special appeal. He 
says, “I happen to like the news. 
There is not a story on that ticker 
out there that doesn’t interest me.” 
He adds that it’s been that way with 
him since beginning his career as a 
part-time correspondent while he was 
a student at the University of Texas. 
Later, he found he even enjoyed being 
a press-service “wire filer,” a job that 
involves editing stories from the na- 
tional trunk wires to fit continued

into a state-wire news budget. “In 
effect, I was making up the front page 
for the small dailies,” he recalls and he 
is still retrospectively pleased at the 
responsibility. 

“I never did have any desire to be 
a pundit,” he grins, “though I do 
like to think I have always brought 
a certain compassion to my coverage, 
whether it was on the police beat in 
Houston, the agriculture beat in Kan- 
sas City or as a wire-service man 
in World War II.” 

The theory around CBS is that 
Cronkite was never intended to cut 
down his competition in a_ single 
swashbuckling stroke. The feeling is 
that the audience has come slowly 
to realize the depth of Cronkite’s 
passion for the news and that over 
the years he has generated a quality 
of believability no other broadcaster 
can match. This rapport is just now 
being translated into rating points. 


Praise for Sevareid 


Cronkite is quick to point out, how- 
ever, he did not achieve his admirable 
place in the hearts of his countrymen 
all by himself. He enthusiastically joins 
in the chorus of intra-office praise for 
Eric Sevareid’s graceful handling of 
the pundit’s place on his broadcast. 
Not only does he admire Sevareid’s 
“batting average,” but he thinks free- 
dom from the necessity to interpret en- 
hances his own believability. On those 
rare occasions when he does express 
his own opinions, he is always careful 
to say that he is doing so and then 
to confine himself to matters of direct 
concern to him as a newsman—Gov- 
ernment news management, for in- 
stance, or the misuse of the Early 
Bird satellite. 

He also believes that his staff's 
interest in hard features, ones that 
tie in closely with the day’s events, 
give him an advantage over the softer 
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Huntley-Brinkley approach to what 
might be called the-back-of-the-show. 
And he is in complete agreement with 
Ernest Leiser’s evaluation of the two- 
man news team as “a stunt,” leading 
to a program “that lacks organization 
and logic.” 

Emphasis on the stunt, in this view, 
leads to excessive ping-ponging be- 
tween Washington and New York and 
the exclusion of correspondents in the 
field, where the stories are. According 
to CBS figures, Huntley and Brinkley 
are on camera two-thirds of the time, 
Cronkite only one-third. It is possible, 
according to the obviously prejudiced 
analysts, that Chet and David are 
suffering from overexposure and per- 
haps from boredom as well. Cronkite 
believes his format protects him from 
the former fate, his own attitude from 
the latter. 

Salant, however, thinks such com- 
parisons are invidious. “In my opin- 
ion Walter is simply incomparable,” 
he says. “There is no one on the air 
quite like him.” The somewhat more 
analytically inclined Friendly believed, 
when he was in power at CBS, that the 
superiority of the CBS Evening News 
rested not on transitory ratings ad- 
vantages or some magic formula, but 
on the simple fact that “Walter and 
his staff are better newsmen than the 
opposition. The difference shows when 
we have pictures of the Soviet soft 
landing on the moon at the top of the 
show and the competition doesn’t put 
them on until they are 16 minutes 
into it.” 

As for Cronkite, it seems significant 
that a man not given to studying 
his notices should have caused to have 
framed and hung on his office wall 
a brief quotation from one of his 
reviews. It reads: “Viewers rarely 
recall and relish a Cronkite statement. 
They believe it instead.” To him those 
words are less a compliment than a 
credo—very old-fashioned, very un- 
chic but, it would seem, very, very 
practical.

For a red cow, use cranberry juice; orange cow, orange juice; yellow cow, 
pineapple juice; green cow, lime soda; purple cow, Concord grape juice; brown 
cow (not pictured), cola soda. 


CHOCOLATE-PEANUT BALLS 
Makes about 24 balls 


1 pkg. instant chocolate pudding V2 cup heavy cream 
1’ pkg. (3% cups) confectioners’ Y2 cup chopped peanuts 
sugar, sifted about 24 candied cherries 


Mix pudding and confectioners’ sugar. Stir in cream and peanuts. Shape the 
mixture into balls about 1 inch in diameter. Top each with a candied cherry. Chill. 


POPCORN CRACKLE 
Makes about 3 dozen pieces, depending on size 


1 foil pkg. ready-to-pop corn 1% cups granulated sugar 

Ye cup light molasses 2 thsp. butter or margarine 

%, cup light corn sirup 
Pop corn according to package directions. Pour into large bowl. Mix remaining 
ingredients in a large saucepan and boil until sirup registers 285 degrees F. on 
a candy thermometer or forms a hard ball in cold water. Stir hot sirup into corn. 
With buttered fingers spread mixture on greased cooky sheet into a 14-inch 
square. Cool; then break into pieces. Store in an airtight container. 


PEANUT-BUTTER SLICES 


Makes about 24 pieces 


Y2 cup smooth peanut butter 11% cups nonfat dry milk crystals 
Y3 cup honey Y2 cup salted Spanish peanuts 


Blend peanut butter with honey. Stir in milk crystals until mixture becomes 
stiff, then knead with hands. Shape into a roll 12 inches long and 2 inches in 
diameter. Roll in Spanish peanuts, pressing them into the log. Wrap in wax 
paper and chill until firm. Cut log into 42-inch slices.

t just about the time that CBS 
purchased the New York Yan- 
kees, it also bought a guitar 
company in California. Hap- 

pily, the guitar company is doing all 
right. Instruments are coming off the 
line with the usual six strings. No in- 
juries have been reported among the 
tuners. And the vice president in 
charge of picks is enjoying mid- 
season form. 

Big in guitars, CBS isn’t doing so 
hot in baseball. The club for which 
the network shelled out roughly $12 
million finished sixth last year, its 
worst position since 1925, and hasn’t 
been a contender this year. Its cele- 
brated home run combination of M. 
Mantle and R. Maris bashed ex- 
actly 27 between them, somewhat less 
than the rousing 115 they hit in 1961. 
As a team, the Yanks batted .235, 
which, in the American League, 
topped only the Washington Senators. 
And their home attendance came to 
only 1,200,000, their lowest in years. 

Whereas critics screamed at the time 
that the sale of New York to CBS 
gave the network a lock on the na- 
tional pastime, the question now is 
being raised whether CBS wasn’t 
hoodwinked. Did the ownership of 
Dan Topping and Del Webb unload on 
the rural lads from midtown a bottle 
of elixir that never grew hair? 

Called before a Congressional sub- 
committee last year to explain the 
purchase, CBS officers may now de- 
mand a second probe by the same 
subcommittee, aimed at having the

purchase explained to them. 

It has for years been a theory of 
Yankee rivals that the salvation of 
the American League lay in the de- 
mise of New York. Each time that 
progress was noted in the National 
League, the American Leaguers coun- 
tered that they, too, would move up 
once the foothold was broken of the 
club which, at the start of last season, 
had won 29 of the previous 44 pen- 
nants. 

Now that there is reason to believe 
that the Yanks, at last, have been 
neutralized, it remains to be seen 
whether this will be an asset or a 
liability to the league in which they 
play. For years, the Yanks accounted 
for more than 30 percent of the total 
American League attendance, mean- 
ing that crowds watching them at 
home and on the road amounted to 
that percentage. 

But in their ineptitude last year, 
the figure dipped to near 20 percent. 
To understand more graphically their 
disenchantment on the road, you study 
their attendances in Los Angeles. For 
nine games there in 1962, New York 
drew 412,312. By 1964, the total for the 
same number of games had dropped 
to 250,611. And by last year it had 
dwindled to 150,839. 

Many who previously felt that the 
American League could be saved by a 
New York pratfall are now shaken. 
Says one owner, “Truthfully, we didn’t 
expect the Yankees to slip so sharply 
last year. By not being a contender at 
any stage, they hurt the draw 
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But not in the American League 


throughout the league.” 

Pinpointing the reason for the 
dramatic failure of the Yanks isn’t 
easy. Mantle suffered his customary 
aches and the club also lost Maris and 
Elston Howard for a good part of the 
season. Ninth-best in hitting, the team 
was only fifth in pitching and it 
showed a paucity of spirit. Nor were 
matters helped by the off-the-field 
activity featuring barroom disturb- 
ances in Fort Lauderdale, Fla. and 
at the airport in Newark. Three play- 
ers drew fines of $250. Another was 
involved in a civil suit. 

When CBS bought the Yankees, it 
said it didn’t expect wonders, but 
it didn’t bid for embarrassment, either. 

Early this year, Mantle landed at 
Mayo Brothers for a shoulder opera- 
tion. (Later this season, Maris again 
was injured.) Tony Kubek quit and 
Bobby Richardson announced he 
didn’t care to play, but would stay 
this season, merely to help out. Thus, 
when the linemaker posted the odds 
on the 1966 American League race, 
New York, the perennial preseason 
favorite, found itself listed only fifth 
at 8-1 behind Minnesota, Chicago, Bal- 
timore and Detroit. And so far this 
season the oddsmakers’ faith in them 
hasn’t been misplaced. 

If one finds it in his heart to weep 
for CBS, what can be done in behalf 
of manager Johnny Keane, who left 
a world’s championship team in St. 
Louis to take the New York position? 

As field leader of the Cards in 
1964, Keane heard a report in mid- 


season that he would be uncoupled at 
the end of the year, only to find 
this anything but the case after he 
brought the money home to St. Louis, 
trimming the Yanks in the World 


Series. Indeed, John was offered a” 


raise by the Cards, but, tendered 
the job as manager of baseball’s most 
famous team, the poor man succumbed 
to vanity and headed for the Bronx. 

Keane has spent most of his adult 
life in the outback of baseball, play- 
ing and managing in the sticks for 
28 years before getting a shot at the 
big top in 1959 as a St. Louis coach. 
Understandably, one struggling so long 
and hard was proud to join the Yan- 
kees. In a sense, John was a gob who 
had risen to fleet admiral, only to 
catch a flagship that sprang a leak. In 
early May he was hurled overboard. 

Today, those in the Yankee execu- 
tive family are faced with the delicate 
problem of holding at bay an owner- 
ship impatient with watery field per- 
formance. Saddled with a ball park 
more than 40 years old, CBS must 
compete with one relatively new in 
Queens. It is called Shea Stadium. 
The Yanks must also try to upstage 
a team named the Mets, whose broad 
burlesque has succeeded in picking 
up an unbelievable following. The 
Mets drew roughly 500,000 more fans 
last year than their Bronx neighbors. 

Does CBS deserve better? One of 
its minor executives insists it does. 
“When we fired Jim Aubrey,” he con- 
fides, “we proved that we can’t be all 
bad.”
